Tobacco-Smoking and Genius. 


In his work entitled, “Introduction a la 
Medicine de l’Esprit,” M. Maurice de 
Fleury devotes a chapter to tobacco- 
smoking from the point of view of men 
of letters. The following are the opin- 
ions in epitome of three among the 
most eminent writers of the century. In 
the first place Balzac: “The architect of 
that cyclopean monument which bears 
the name ‘La Comedie Humaine’ pro- 
fessed a fanatical aversion to tobacco in 
all its forms, and was constantly em- 
ployed in an endeavor to purge the 
Regie. In his books he invariably covers 
with contempt the characters whom he 
portrays as smokers, and an entire chap- 
ter in his ‘Treatise on Modern Stimu- 
lants’ consists exclusively of fulminations 
against the weed and its worshipers. 
His, in fine, is the motto under which the 
devoted members of the ‘Societe contre 
l’Abus du Tabac’ wage an unceasing war 
—‘Tobacco destroys the body, attacks the 
intellect and besots the nations.’ ” 


Next, Victor Hugo: “The author of 
Les Miserables was likewise no smoker. As 
Theodore de Banville once said: ‘In the 
house of Victor Hugo, peer of France, 
no one has ever even attempted to 
smoke.’ In this connection an anecdote 
suggests itself. One evening in the mas- 
ters home one of the guests, Villiers de 
'Isle-Adam, I think, was vaunting the 
beneficent effects of a cigarette on a crea- 
tive imagination. The great poet at once 
rose in revolt. ‘Believe me,’ said he, ‘to- 
bacco is more hurtful to you than benefi- 
cial; it changes thought into reverie.’ ” 

Finally, M. Emile Zola: “I have no 
definite opinion on the question. Per- 


sonally, I gave up smoking ten or twelve 
years ago on the advice of my medical at- 
tendant, at a time when I believed myself 
to be affected with heart disease. But, to 
suppose that tobacco exercises an influ- 
ence on French literature, raises a ques- 
tion of such magnitude that the most 
rigid scientific proof alone could dispose 
of it. I have known great writers who 
smoked without stint, but their intellects 
were not one whit less acute. If genius 
be a neurosis, then why seek to cure it? 
Perfection is such a very tiresome thing 
that I very often regret having broken 
myself of the tobacco habit. And, as I 
know nothing more about the question, I 
do not dare to enlarge upon it.”

Protecting a Label. 





United States Court Decision in a Patent 
Medicine Case. 

In the United States Circuit Court this 
morning Judge Kirkpatrick signed an 
order for a preliminary injunction, re- 
straining Frederick Killenberger, of New 
Brunswick, from selling a preparation 
called “Castoria,’ in a form and in a 
wrapper bearing a general pictorial re- 
semblance to the original preparation of 
that name, of which the Centaur Com- 
pany of New York City is the proprietor. 

The Centaur Company (Charles H. 
Fletcher) made application some time ago 
through their attorneys, Wetmore & Jen- 
ner, of New York, for a preliminary in- 
junction, pending suit against the defend- 
ant, claiming that the general form of 
the package wrapper was calculated and 
intended to deceive the public into be- 
lieving that the preparation was that of 
the plaintiff. Killenberger’s label wrap- 
per did not contain the same subject mat- 
ter as that of the plaintiff, but the general 
resemblance was close. He was repre- 
sented by George S. Silzer, a New Bruns- 
wick lawyer. 

Judge Kirkpatrick’s order is to the ef- 
fect that “the defendant, his servants, 
agents, attorneys and each and every one 
of them, be and they are restrained until 
the further order of this court from di- 
rectly or indirectly offering or exposing 
for sale any preparation called ‘Castoria,’ 
under the label or wrapper annexed, or 
any label or wrapper substantially the 
same, or under any combination of words, 
or lettering or arrangement thereof, liable 
to create confusion in the minds of the 
public with the label or wrapper used by 





the complainant, or from dressing up and 
selling said goods in any way which will 
in any manner simulate the complainant’s 
trade-mark in its label or wrapper.”— 
Newark News. 


Pharmacy in the Spanish Colonies. 


On April 12th an order was issued, under 
the name of the Government of Spain, 
to the effect that pharmacists carrying on 
business in the colonial possessions of 
Spain should hold the qualification re- 
quisite for the practice of pharmacy in the 
mother country. Generally the regula- 
tions applying to the practice of phar- 
macy in Spain will also apply to the col- 
onies, and it is decreed that the charges 
will not exceed by a certain amount—viz., 
60 per cent—those charged in Spain itself.
